Recent and planned lay offs of 
employ es in industry and rail­ 
roads, which employ nearly 20 
million workers, total 53,000 a 
survey has disclosed. 
The nation’s total unemploy ed, 
as of November, was 1,428,000, an 
increase of only 10,000 from No­ 
vember, 1952. Of the 61,925.000 
workers in all gainful occupations 
in November, 16,711,000 were in 
manufacturing industries and 2,- 
956,000 in railroads. 
The Associated Press survey 
showed that most of the 53,000 
workers were laid off in the last 
few weeks or face unemploy ment 
by the middle of January . Al­ 
though most of the lay offs ap­ 
peared to be on the long-term 
ty pe, there appeared openings in 
other fields. Most of the metro­ 
politan newspapers carry ing many 
columns of “Help Wanted” classi­ 
fied ads. 
Appear Hardest Hit 
Railroads and related industries 
appeared hardest hit by the re­ 
cent lay offs, the Associated Press 
survey disclosed. At least 18,680 
rail workers have lost their jobs 
or face unemploy ment in the near 
future. 
At a forum in Washington this 
week a majority of about 300 
economists agreed that the coun­ 
try is having an ‘‘orthodox reces­ 
sion," mild but general, and pre­ 
dicted that the business slump 
would continue through nex t y ear.

The two men were turned over 
to the Americans in Berlin two 
day s ago, as a result of negotia­ 
tions between the State Depart­ 
ment and Moscow. 
Was Refused Visa 
Towers said he had tried to go 
to the Soviet Union to see wffiat 
the mainspring of Communism 
was like and bad been refused a 
visa.

Finnish border in 1951 and was 
arrested, convicted and sentenced 
to three y ears “for breaking in.” 
Ex -sailor Cox , a military police­ 
man in West Berlin, said he was 
apparently “drugged" in a cafe 
the night of Sept. 5, 1949, and 
when he awoke be was in Russian 
hands.

Both men said they saw many 
foreigners in various w’ork camps 
in the Soviet Union. Cox said these 
included Bill Marchuk, of Breck- 
enridge, Pa., and Andrew Verdine, 
of Starks, La., American soldiers 
once stationed in Germany , and 
six other soldiers from the Aus­ 
trian occupation forces.

Worked in Mine 
Cox said he worked in a coal 
mine at the infamous Workuta 
Camp. 
“Every day somebody died," he 
said quietly : Some were machine- 
gunned by Soviet troops for lag­ 
ging. Others were victims of ac­ 
cidents. 
Towers worked in a lumber 
camp. Of it, all he would say was: 
“It was bad, very bad." 
A Communist since 1947, Tow­ 
ers said: 
“I don’t know any more wThat 
the word Communist means. 
I 
thought and still think there is 
lots wrong with the capitalist sy s­ 
tem, but the Russians are starting 
from scratch. I love freedom more 
than ever now, although I still

For a single person with rib 
dependents, the percentage re­ 
duction in tax is 9.9 per cent at 
$2,000 income. It climbs to 10.7 
per cent at $10,000 income and 
then drops to 7.3 per cent at 
$50,000 and 1.9 per cent at 
$800,000. 
For ja married couple with 
two dependents, the percentage 
reduction starts at 9.9 per cent 
at low income levels, climbs to 
10.7 per cent at $20,000; then 
drops to 7.4 per cent at $100,000 
and 1.6 per cent at one million 
doUars. 
The minimum rate on tax able 
income drops from 22.2 per cent 
to 20 per cent. 
The max imum 
rate on income above $300,000 
drops from 92 to 91 per cent, 
and the total rate for any one 
tax pay er’s overall income drops 
from 88 to 87 per cent.

Washington, Dec. 31 UP)—Uncle 
Sam presents a New Year’s gift 
tomorrow to more than 50 million 
individuals and 50,000 corpora­ 
tions—the first general tax cuts in 
five y ears. 
Starting tomorrow, these three 
big chances will give a new look 
to 
the 
government’s 
revenue 
structures: 
1. Individual income tax rates 
will drop about 10 per cent 
fo r all 
ex cept the highest brackets, chop­ 
ping three billion dollars annually 
off federal revenue. 
2. The ex cess profits tax on 
corporations will ex pire, reducing 
government income about two bil­ 
lion dollars annually . 
3. The social security pay roll 
tax , levied on both employ es and 
employ ers, will go up from 1 Yz 
to 2 per cent. It is collected on 
the first $3,600 paid annually to 
a worker. That will increase in­ 
come to the special social security 
trust fund by almost m billions 
annually .

May bank (D-SC) said in a 
statement today he would “intro­ 
duce legislation the very first in­ 
stance I can" to prevent the pro­ 
gram from being carried out.

the President seemed to be “doing 
every thing in his power calculated 
to drive the Democrats away 
from giving him support on his 
program.” Actually , a few north­ 
ern Democrats praised the move:

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FOR A BETTER, HAPPIER 1954 
As 1954 dawns, one of the most comp elling 
facts of American life is that each year there 
are so many more of us than there were the 
year before. 
Inevitably, this makes for a lot of new 
p roblems, and some of them we are not 
meeting too well 
Mounting adult crime, juvenile delin­ 
quency, vandalism, motor traffic congestion, 
overcrowding of living quarters and trans­ 
p ortation facilities, these comp rise only a 
p artial list of the unsolved dilemmas. 
But dealing with these requires the joint 
energies of p ublic authorities and the mil­ 
lions of individual Americans. 
On the other hand, there is one area of 
our behavior (affected by our growth in 
numbers) where betterment can come only 
through individual training. In that area, 
we ought all to make a sturdy resolve for 
1954—and thereafter. 
In many of our largest cities, and for bet­ 
ter or worse they contain the bulk of this 
country's rising p op ulation, the growing 
human resp onse to crowded living is a cal­ 
lous, brutal, indifferent attitude toward one's 
fellow citizen. 
As you walk about in these p laces today, 
you are bump ed, shoved, step p ed on. Cigar­ 
ettes may be stuck in your face, or you may 
be driven off the sidewalk by a little band 
of friends marching five abreast. If a line 
forms at a bus stop or a p urchasing sp ot, 
you may have to defend your p osition vig­ 
orously against p eop le who p lant themselves 
at the head of the p arade without waiting. 
When this sort of thing is deliberate, you 
can get p rop erly indignant and fight back, 
at least with words. But the biggest shock 
of all is that most of this brutality is not 
deliberate. 
Look into the face of many a man who 
has just cut you off or shoved you or taken 
a bit of vacant sidewalk sp ace away from 
you. Ninety-nine times in a hundred you 
can tell at a glance that he does not know 
you exist. He is totally unaware of your 
p resence, excep t p erhap s as a bat may sense 
a wall and avoid it. The key to his behavior 
is comp lete indifference, thoughtlessness to­ 
ward the world of humans in which he is 
moving. 
It is no good saying most p eop le still are 
kind, thoughtful, generous hearted. That 
may well be. But the observable fact is that 
this other breed is on the increase. And 
many p eop le who are models of gentle, con­ 
siderate behavior in their homes and own 
social setting are callous robots on the p ublic 
streets. 
Because this p roblem seems inescap ably to 
heighten with city size, New York is by ail 
odds the worst examp le. But the smaller 
communities are not free of it, and as they 
exp and they will feel it more. 
There is no need for this. Numbers, how­ 
ever jammed together, do not excuse human 
brutality. If you would do one imp ortant 
thing for yourself and your community in 
1954, it should be this: 
Walk the streets, ride the trains, drive 
your car, shop in the stores, sit in the thea­ 
tres, roam the p arks as if you understood 
every minute of the time that you live in a 
world of other flesh-and-blood humans like 
yourself. Be sensitive to their p resence, con­ 
scious of their need for the same considera­ 
tion you want If you do that steadily, then 
American life will begin to regain some of 
the grace and gentleness and warmth it has 
lost under the crushing p ressures of the 
p op ulation avalanche.

A YEAR WITHOUT SHOOTING 
This can be said for 1953: it was a year that 
ended without a shooting war, excep t in Indo­ 
china, where the war has become hot again. 
In 
these 
troubled 
times, 
disturbances 
were 
abundant but not shooting. Korea remained a seat 
of disorder, but the p rolonged truce talks con­ 
tinued throughout the yea# and led to nothing. The 
talk was p lentiful; the results were trivial. The 
State Dep artment has not yet learned that Soviet 
Russia uses even talk as a weap on of war. 
True, a slight outbreak occurred between the 
Jews and the Arabs, the Italians and Yugoslavs, 
Kashmir remains a danger sp ot and the re­ 
lations between India and Pakistan continue an­ 
tag o nistic. But in 1953, fewer p eop le were killed 
in wars to*most of which they were related with­ 
out their direct consent. 
The United States lost in a measure its p osition 
o f world leadership . The nations o f the British 
Commonwealth, p articularly Great Britain, Canada 
and India, asserted a greater degree of p olitical 
indep endence, although Great Britain continued to 
accep t financial and other economic aid from this 
country. In France and Italy and nearly every 
other Western Europ ean country, neutralist move­ 
ments o f massive dimensions develop ed as a re­ 
sp onse to the challenge of p rosp ective war. Actual­ 
ly such movements were aimed more at the United 
States than at Soviet Russia as these countries 
were sup p osed to be allied to the United States 
and p artly dep endent up on its bounty. 
In Latin America, neutralism became a serious 
menace. President Eisenhower sent his brother, 
Milton, on a trip to Latin American countries to 
study the situation first hand. It would ap p ear that 
in some of these countries, p articularly the Argen­ 
tine, Milton Eisenhower’s ministry was of value to 
the United States. The President also sent the 
Vice President, Richard Nixon, on a trip to Asia. 
The results of Nixon’s trip are not yet known. 
In Latin America, Communism reared its ugly 
head, a Marxist state coming into existence in 
Guatemala and in British Guiana. The British 
killed o ff the Marxist state in British Guiana with 
excellent ruthlessness, but Guatemala is as Marx­ 
ist as Communist China. The same forces are mov­ 
ing into Honduras and Costa Rica. The evidence 
is clear that the Roosevelt “Good Neighbor Policy’* 
was a flop in these countries and that while the 
United States was fussing all over Europ e, it 
neglected its front door. The sp read of Marxism 
is to be anticip ated in other Latin American coun­ 
tries to which the Kremlin has devoted its ener­ 
gies fo r more than two decades. 
The absence of a shooting war gave the mili­ 
tary authorities in the United States the op p or­ 
tunity to review and revise our military p lans and 
p olicies. Atomic warfare has altered the strategy 
and logistics of war just as the use of gunp owder 
p roduced vast changes in its time. The nature of 
war is determined by the character of the weap ons 
emp loyed and the means of p roducing and con­ 
veying those weap ons. Under Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford, our military p olicies are being revised to 
meet changing factors and conditions. This will 
undoubtedly result in the reduction of military 
manp ower, the increase in p lanes in the Air Force, 
and submarines in the Navy. In a word, our mili­ 
tary establishment is being made over from a 
sentimental to a p ractical op eration. I use the 
word, sentimental, in the sense that the inf ana ry- 
men, who- have generally controlled the Army, 
overemp hasize foot-soldiers desp ite new conditions. 
Should no shooting war occur in 1954, it ought 
to be p ossible to balance the budget, which could 
help to stabilize the dollar and lower taxes. It is 
even more imp ortant to stabilize the dollar than to 
lo wer taxes, because the advance of the value of 
the do llar can overcome a high tax rate. In 1953, 
the American dollar was worth about 50 cents. 
At the beginning of the Eisenhower Administra­ 
tion, George Hump hrey, Secretary of the Treasury’, 
announced a sound fiscal p rogram, which he has 
not been able to carry through to any degree in 
1953. It is hop ed that he may achieve much of it 
during 1954, if the country can avoid a shooting 
war. If to that is added a reduction in foreign aid 
and the elimination of waste in the Executive 
Branch of government, the value of the dollar may 
be sufficiently increased to restore confidence in 
its future.

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THE GREAT VALUE OF PROTEIN FOODS 
During World War 2, with so many office men 
and housewives doing p hysical work in industry, 
the amount and kinds or food eaten by these in­ 
dustrial workers was studied by our nutrition ex­ 
p erts and it was found that when the worker tried 
to get by on a small breakfast without p roteins 
(meat, eggs, fish) he was tired before the lunch 
hour, w’hereas the worker who ate some p rotein 
was able to carry 0 1 1 with his work without fatigue 
or undue fatigue until the lunch hour. 
For the p ast few years, then, desp ite the in­ 
crease in the p rice of meat, nutrition exp erts have 
been advising that p roteins, esp ecially meat, be 
eaten not less than once a day and, w’hen p hysical 
work w’as being p erformed, meat or other p rotein 
(fish, eggs) should be eaten twice a day. 
Now that meat is considered man’s best single 
fo o d, the amino acids of meat are receiving much 
attention. The amino acids are the essential p art 
o f meat, eight of which must be eaten daily; for­ 
tunately p ractically all kinds of meat and all the 
various cuts or p ortions of meat contain these 
eight amino acids. 
In the United States, Chicago is the great meat 
center and so some valuable information about 
meat and amino acids is available from Dr. B. S. 
Schw’eigert, Associate Professor, Dep artment of 
Biochemitry, University of Chicago. Thus we find 
that ro und steak contains 19.5 p er cent p rotein, 
p ork ham 15.2 p er cent, lamb leg 18 p er cent, and 
beef liver 19.7 p er cent. 
Although me may think of meat as not contain­ 
ing much moisture (water) beef contains 69 p er 
cent, p ork ham 53 p er cent, lamb leg 63 p er cent, 
and beef liver 69.7 p er cent. The amount of fat in 
each of the meats is of interest because we all 
need some fat daily to help control temp erature 
and add shap eliness to the body. Thus beef (round) 
contains 11 p er cent fat, p ork ham 31 p er cent, 
lamb leg 17.5 p er cent and beef liver 3.2 p er cent. 
Fro m the above we find that “the most striking 
aspect of the nutrient comp osition of meat is the 
hig h amo unt of p rotein p resent and the fat content 
quite variable.” 
While we must think of p rotein as being the 
chief o r mo st imp ortant foodstuff, we must remem­ 
ber that cereals and milk and v eg etables and fruit 
are also absolutely necessary in our daily food as 
they are rich in vitamins and minerals. 
Pro teins are the building blocks of the body 
but cereals, vegetables and fruits are rfeeded to hold 
them to g ether to co mplete the job.
